AUTOMOTIVE TECHNOLOGY

Students in the automotive program learn the skills necessary for 
entry level employment. Shelton graduates are trained to meet the 
new demands of industry. Job opportunities are expected to grow, 
and graduates in this field earn $8 - $15 an hour. 

CABINETMAKING AND MILL WORK

As part of the curriculum, Shelton offers a course in repairing 
and refinishing furniture. Students learn to use hand and power 
tools as well as the techniques of preparing, finishing, and 
refinishing wood surfaces.
